1. With respect to Applicants' position that Tigs. 7 and 8 illustrate a construction 
wherein the end portion of a paper-tie band is provided with a multiplicity of pin 
punctures ... The intended purpose of providing pin punctures is to provide outstanding 
burrs that serve as means for normally shielding the adhesive coating against 
accidental contact with other objects ... Thus, providing a substrate with a multiplicity of 
pin punctures does not disclose, teach or suggest Applicants' storage wrap material 
comprising a sheet of non-porous material." (Remarks, page 4, last two paragraphs), 
the Examiner repeats (see Interview Summary, Paper No. 012304) that while the Figs. 
7 and 8 shows one of the embodiments of Wilbur's invention, Figs. 1 and 2 clearly 
shows a non-punctured non-porous embodiment , in which the substrate is not 
punctured, and structurally reads on instantly claimed invention, Applicants' selective 
argument directed to embodiments which are not relied upon notwithstanding. 

2. With respect to Applicants' argument that "there is no suggestion in the Wilbur 
reference to provide a storage wrap material having a gauge in the range from about 
0.0001 inches to about 0.002 inches" (Remarks, page 9, third paragraph), the Examiner 
repeats (see Paper No. 14, page 5) that Applicants have admitted that it is known art 
that sheet materials with clinging character (i.e., cling film) can be used to form a 
closure for a container (Specification, page 1 , lines 18-26). As such, a suitable cling film 
thickness is believed to be either inherently disclosed or an obvious optimization to one 
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skilled in the art, motivated by the desire to reduce the material cost and to obtain a 
good wrapping (or conforming) property.
